The executive 
commission of the Alliance of 
the 


Reformed Churches Throughout the 
World reports: 


"Instead of showing ihe failure of 


Christianity, this war has revealed 
the 
strength 
of 
Christianity, for 


Christianity has been the only bond 
that has not snapped because of this 
war. 
Out of the present conditions 


In. Europe three facts are emerging 
that bear on the rligious situation. 
The first is that religion over there 
has' become 
largely philanthrophy. 


The people have passed from faith 
to works. All the countries are full 
of charitable efforts to relieve pov- 
erty and suffering. 


"The second pecularity is evange- 


lization. The 24,000,000 men of the 
different armies afford a grand op- 
portunity for the spread of the gos- 
pel. 
The 2,400,000 
prisoners 
in 


Germany, most of whom are Rus- 
sians, open a great field for 
the 


evangelization 
of Russia. 
In 
the 


camps, in the hospitals, in the prison 
camps, is an open door of hope, tre- 
mendous and mighty that will effect 
every church in Europe. 


?'The third feature is personalness, 


that is piety more than ever has be- 
come a personal thing. The war is 
making Europe learn that religion is 
a personal matter rather 
than 
a 


formal one. 
The lines between de- 


nominations are largely broken down

armies and camps. 
'Faith 
is 
being purified, sham and unreality 
are burning out.' Men are thinking 
straight and centering themselves on 
Jesus Christ.

Editor of the Advocate: 


I have been asked by a number of 


people if it b? true that a Catholic 
chapel is abotft to be erected for the 
convenience of Catholics 
who visit 


Buckeye Lake in summer, I wish to 
give the following reply: I have no 
information excepting what I have 
read in your paper. If anyone at- 
tempts to build a chapel for such a 
purpose without the due formalities 
of the law of the church the person 
or persons who thus act render them- 
selves liable to the severest penal- 
ties of ecclesiastical law. One might 
as well infringe on the property of 
any private or public corporation or 
individual as to infringe on the prop- 
erty subject to the jurisdiction of the 
pastor of a parish. 
Furthermore, 


before such a thing could take place 
it is absolutely necessary to have 
the consent of the pastor 
and 
the 


bishop's consultors, and the people of 
the mother parish are also to be con- 
sulted and give their approval. Of 
course any one may build a meeting 
house or chapel, but the state of 
Ohio will grant an injunction against 
its use at the request of the rector 
or the regular wardens or commit- 
tee acting in union with the rector 


I wish also to state that I am in 


favor of a chapel for the accommo- 
dation of the visiting Catholics at 
Buckeye Lake, but this must be un- 
der my jurisdiction. Furthermore, a 
chapel must not be built on the con- 
fines of my parish, because 
this 


would be in fraudem legis. In other 
words the law will not 
permit 
a 


building which would take advant- 
age of a technicality that would de- 
fraud the pastor Or people of 
St. 


Francis de Sales parish. 


I therefore strongly urge all the 


loyal Catholics who belong to this 
parish as well as those who visit 
Buckeye Lake not to contribute any- 
thing to this leported project until 
they hear from the undersigned. 


The undersigned has received a 


letter from Bishop Hartley of Colum- 
bus, placing the chapel, which is to 
be erected, under his care.

Best to Fertilize Corn ic the 


Hill. 


Farmers will be 
tempted 
this 


spring more than ever befor3 to fer- 
tilize corn in the hill because of the 
high prices of .fertilizers caused by 
the European war. but this practice 
is false economy, according to Direc- 
tor C. E. Thome of the Ohio Exper- 
iment Station. 
In the May Monthly 


Bulletin he explains that while a 
spoonful of fertilizer applied in the 
hill may give the corn a good start, 
spreading fertilizer 
over' all 
the 


ground will be more profitable in the 
long run. 


Since the roots of the plant extend 


out several feet around it, the fer- 
tilizer can be utilized better by the 
plant if spread over all the feeding 
surface. 
A spoonful put in the hiil 


can be used by only a few roots Close 
to it. 
Director Thome says: "The 


plant roots can no more 
perform 


their full office 
around 
a 
single 


spoonful of fertilizer than 
can 
a 


swarm of bees £11 their hives from 
one clover blossom, even though that 
blossom stood in 
an-, inexhaustible 


fountain of nectar."' 
" 


Then again, corn cannot use all 


the plant food, and following crops 
v.-ill make best use of the .fertilizer 
when it is spread evenly over 
the 


field. The increase iu>yield of these 
crops is often nearly as much as that 
secured in the crop fertilized. In one 
experiment at Wooster fertilizer has 
been applid only to wheat. 
The fer- 


tilizer has caused an 
increase 
in 


yield in the other four crops in the 
rotation of SG per cent of that se- 
cured in the wheat crop. 
I na sim- 


ilar experiment at Stronssville sub- 
station this incre;i.-f has been 97 pe- 
cent. 
When fertilizer is put only in 


the hill of corn, it is out of reach of 
99 plants in every 100 of the small 
grains and grasses which follow the 
corn.

PLUNKETT WAS MARRIED 


ON EVE OF HIS EXECUTION 


Ceremony Performed at Midnight, and 


He Faced Firing Squad at Dawn. 


One of the most poignant ot the 


many .tragedies In the grim, sordid 
drama •which was enacted in Ireland 
was revealed by the announcement in 
the births, marriages and deaths col- 
umn of the Irish Times of the mar- 
riage of Joseph riunkett and Grace 
Gifford. Behind the announcement lies 
the story of a well known and honored 
Dublin family brought to sorrow and 
tribulation by the great revolt and of 
two refined, artistic girls, -well known 
in Dublin society, whose lives have 
been wrecked. 


Behind looms the strange, mysteri- 


ous figure of Countess Markievicz, who 
played so 'prominent a part In the late 
tragic events and who has flitted 
through all the pages of Irish discon- 
tent of recent years. 


Joseph Plunkett was a rebel leader, 


one of the seven signatories to the 
proclamation vt the republic wbo was 
shot 
His bride, Grace Gifford, Is a 


daughter of Frederick Gifford, a prom- 
inent Dublin solicitor. In the gloomy 
precincts of Richmond barracks, where 
the rebel leaders .were imprisoned, the 
marriage ceremony was performed at 
midnight 


Few scenes in this great futile trag- 


edy can have so wrung the hearts of 
those -who witnessed it as did this hur- 
ried joining together in the silent 
watches of the night of two young 
lives so soon to be severed by the In- 
exorable decree of human justice. For 
a few brief hours husband and Wife 
were left together before the last fare- 
well. An hour later, with the dawn of 
a perfect spring morning breaking Iti 
a cloudless sky, the bridegroom stood 
facing a firing party in the barracks 
courtyard. A curt order, the crash of 
a volley and the curtain was rung 
down on the tragedy of two lives. 


The horror of the tragedy was en- 


hanced by the fact that Thomas Mac- 
Donagh, another of the rebel leaders 
who was shot, was the husband of 
Grace Gifford's sister Muriel. 
Thus 


within twenty-four hours both sisters 
were widowed.

INDIA TO ABOLISH ANCIENT SYSTEM OF 
- 


INDENTURED LABOR, IS ANNOUNCEMENT 


(Associated Press Correspondence.) 


Delhi, India, May 18.—The gov- 


ernment's announcement that it in* 
tends to abolish the system of Indian 
Indentured labor, made through the 
Viceroy a few days ago, ban been re- 
ceived 
with 
great 
satisfaction 


throughout India. The announcement 
applies to the large shipments of 
coolie labor which are annually sent 
to Jamaica, Trinidad; British Guiana. 
FIJI and Dutch Guiana. 


Indian feeling on the subject ha* 


for many years condemned the in- 
denture system. 
No arguments as 


to its possible economic advantages 
weighed against the feeling of edu- 
cated Indians that it degraded India 
in the eyes of the world. Recent re- 
ports showing the social degenera- 
tion caused by the paucity of women 
emigrating and also the number of 
suicides among the 
coolies 
have 


caused a painful Impression. 


Students of Indian conditions have 


long maintained that here is abund- 
ant scope in India for all available 
labor, and emigration is no longer 
one of India's .necessities. 


How soon the government's prom- 


ise of abolition will be put into ef- 
fect is yet a matter of doubt. 
The 


Viceroy^ stated that the existing sys- 
tem of recruiting must be maintained 
until the new conditions could 
be 


worked out and reasonable time had 
been given the communities which 
depend on this labor to adjust them- 
selves to the change. 


"No one who knows anything of 


Indian sentiment can remain ignor- 
ant of the 'deep and genuine feeling 


to which the continuance of the In- 
denture system Has given rise," said 
the Viceroy In 
his 
announcement. 


"Educated Indians look on it as slav- 
ery or serfdom. 
This will soon be 


removed forever, and It is a source 
of deep satisfaction to me that one 
Of the last official acts I shall have 
to perform in this country is to tell 
you that I have been able to do dbme- 
thlng to ensure that Indians who de- 
sire to work as laborers in tropical 
countries may do so under happier 
conditions, and to obtain from 
His 


Majesty's government a promise that 
in due course 
the 
whole 
system 


which educated opinion in India has 
long regarded'as intolerable, will be 
abolished." 
.The indenture system dates from 


1J42. Natives of India are only per- 
mitted to emigrate under contract to 
such countries as satisfy the govern- 
ment of India that sufficient provi- 
sion is made for their protection. 
The coolies are recruited by licensed 
agents throughout Bengal, the Unit- 
ed Provinces, the Central Provinces, 
the Southern Punjab, and AJmlr. The 
supply varies greatly, depending in 
large degree on agricultural condi- 
tions in India, but it is estimated 
that 10,000 per year is an average 
figure. 
Of th'ese only about 5,000 


return to India at the end 
of the 


contract period, the rest settling in 
the countries to which they are sent. 
Thus there were in Natal in 1910 
over 60,000 "free" Indians, while in 
Mauritius 70 per cent of the total 
population is Indian born or of In- 
dian descent.

When and where does the convention 


meet? 


Answer.—The Republican national 


convention meets in the Coliseum iu 
Chicago on. June 7. Both the Repub- 
lican and Progressive conventions were 
held in this building in 1012. 


How many delegates will be in at- 


tendance this year and how many votes 
Trill be necessary to nominate? 


Answer.—There will be 9S5 delegate* 


to the convention, and a majority vote 
is necessary to nominate. In 1912 there 
were 1.07S delegates. 


In what states did the Republicans 


reduce the-representation ? 


Answer.—Alabama. Arkansas, Geor- 


gia, riorida, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Xew Mexico. New York, North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas 
and Virginia. 


Four years ago the Progressive party, 


consisting of men who revolted from 
the regular Republican ranks, nominat- 
ed Theodore Roosevelt, and there were 
three leading candidates. Will the 
same state of affairs exist this year? 


Answer.—It may and it may not. 


This depends entirely on -whether the 
Republican^ nominate a man accept- 
able to the Progressives. 


Will the Progressives hold a conven- 


tion this year? 


Answer.—Yes; the party leaders se- 


lected Chicago, and the date is the 
same as that of the Republican conven- 
tion. Thus the two bodies will be in 
session at the same time. It is not im- 
possible, however, that they -will nom- 
inate the same men for president and 
Tlce president as the Republicans. 


Democrats In St. Louis. 


When and vrhere does the Democratic 


convention meet this year? 


Answer.—The Democrats gather in 


St. Louis on June 14, one week later 
than the convening of the other con 
ventions. Sessions will be held in the 
new Convention hall, which is said to 
be the finest in the United States. 


How many delegates will be there, 


and how many votes will be necessary 
to award the nomination? 


Answer.—There will be l,n<?s dele- 


gates to the convention, and, different 
from the Republicans, a two-thirds 
vote is necessary to award the nomina- 
tion. This IB 720 votes. 


Were there any changes In the num- 


ber of delegates and representation of 
states from the 1912 convention? 


Answer.—There were no changes. 
The conventions will nominate 


didates for president .What else will 
they do? 


Answer.—Candidates for vice presi- 


dent must, of course, be named. The 
parties' platforms must be adopted. 


What are party platforms? 
Answer.—The platforms are brief 


statements outlining the principles and 
beliefs of the parties. The platforms 
will state clearly and concisely the par- 
ties' views on such subjects as tho 
tariff, preparedness, foreign policies, 
Philippine independence, the banking 
laws and other questions. These ena- 
ble the people to express In their vote 
their views on the leading problems 
that face the nation. 


How Delegates Are Chosen. 


ITow are the delegates to these con- 


ventions chosen? 


Answer.—Twenty-two states choose 


their delegates by the direct primary 
method, by the direct vote of the peo- 
ple. The remaining twenty-six states 
continue to use the old convention 
method—that is, each section holds its 
own little convention and names dele- 
gates to state conventions. These in 
turn name the delegates to the national 
conventions. The number of delegates 
allotted to each state is governed by 
the population. 


How many delegates were chosen this 


year by the direct primary method? 


Answer.—Democrats, 074, or a little 


more thnn 57 per cent; Republicans, 
C>13, or more than C2 per cent. 


Which states have adopted the direct 


primary method ? 


Answer.—Alabama, 
Indiana, 
Now 


Hampshire, North Dakota, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, New York, Illinois, Iowa, 
Nebraska, Mo^na, 
Massachusetts. 


Ohio, Maryland, California, Pennsylva- 
nia,

nesota. 


Who selects the dtles In which the 


conventions are to be held and fixes 
the dates? 


Answer.—The national committees 


attend to this. These committees con- 
sist of one man from each state. They 
select also the temporary officers of the 
conventions and appoint smaller com- 
mittees to look after details. 


When and where was the first con- 


vention to nominate candidates for the 
presidency and vice presidency held? 


Answer.—The first was held on Sept. 


2ti, 14*30. in Philadelphia by a party 
that has long since passed Into ob- 
livion. This was the anti-Masonic 
party. However, no nominations were 
made at the Philadelphia meeting, as 
it was largely a gathering to effect an 
organization. The nominations were 
made eighteen months later at a con 
ventiou in Baltimore. 


The First Convention. 


When and -where was the first con- 


vention of one of the larger parties 


Answer.—The first was the Demo 


c ratio-Republican convention held in 
Baltimore on May 21, 1S32. What is 
n^w known as the Democratic party 
TCIS known in those days as the Demo- 
cratic-Republican party. 


•Can you give a brief history of that 


convention? 


Answer.—Prior to 1SS2 the nomina- 


tioms were made by what was known 
as the "caucus method/' When the 
party spirit became strong the nomi- 
nating was done by congressional and 
legislative caucuses, and the caucus re- 
mained "king" of tho situation until it 
was overthrown by the convention idea. 
Andrew Jackson had a notion that the 
'•king'' was somewhat of a scoundrel 
and that there were often "niggers in 
the woodpile" at the caucuses. To 
overcome this the party of which he 
was leader evolved the convention 
plan, and 320 delegates gathered in 
Baltimore and, of course, renomiuated 
Jackson. No platform was adopted, as 
a word from "Old Hickory'' was all 
that was needed. Thus the convention 
system started and has reigned for 
eighty-four years, but its end may be 
in sight with the growth of the direct 
primary system.

How do the delegates t>> the various 


conventions know for \\hom to cast 
their votes? 


Answer.—Delegates 
it re often in- 


structed by the state conventions which 
elect them. In the casv of direct pri- 
mary elections the candidate for dele- 
gate announce* his fa\ onto, and thus 
the people can express their views di- 
rectly. 
The Instructed delegates al- 


ways, or are supposed to, vote «s they 
hare been instructed until they see 
that It Is Impossible to -^euro a major- 
ity or two-thirds rote. .;.< the case may 
be. Then the delegates vote as they 
s*e fit, and ballot after ballot la taken 
until the necessary number of votes Is 
secured to award the nomination. 
However, many states >oud uninstruct- 
ed delegates to the conventions, and 
these lend their support to the man 
who In their opinion stands the best 
chance of defeating the nominee of tho 
opposition party. 


Opens With Prayer. 


Of what do the opening exercises con- 


sist? 


Answer.—There is an opening prayer, 


one d.ny by a priest, another by a min- 
ister, various denominations receiving 
recognition.

Answer.—A temporary chairman is 


nominated and makes an address. Fol- 
lowing this Is the appointment of sec- 
retaries, clerks and other necessary of- 
ficials, together with the adoption of 
rules which are to govern the business. 
Then the committees—among them 
those on credentials, resolutions and 
permanent organization -arc appointed 
and adjournment is tal.en to wait on 
their reports. 


What happens at the next sitting?

Then the report of the resolutions com- 
mittee, which contains the platform or 
the principles of thjg,i>arry. is read and 
ordinarily sustained.

"What is the real business?

Affer the War Trade Interests 


Australia, Which Annuls Contracts 


for Metal Shipments to Germany 


[Associated Press Con cspondenceJ 
Melbourne, Australia, May 18.— 


The question of post-bellum trade, 
which is being considered by all the 
Entente Allies, is receiving its share 
of attention in Australia. 


The Federal Parliament has al- 


ready annulled certain 
metal 
con- 


tiacts under which German concerns 
gathered supplies of ores from Aus- 
tralian mines and had entered large- 
ly into the conduct of the mining in- 
dustry in the Commonwealth. It has 
furthermore set out to insure that 
smelting of native ores shall be done 
in Australia so that by the time the 
war is over the local smelting plants 
shall 
be independent of German 


works of the kind. The Federal Gov- 
ernment has also tackled the compli- 
cated question of patents 
held 
by 


German firms or individuals and has 
removed from them the protection of 
the British crown on the principle 
that that protection had been abused 
and certain firms declared to 
be 


"enemy firms" have been shut off 
from further bafeiness while others 
of suspected quasi-enemy character 
have been obliged to purge them- 
selves of reputed or proven German 
or Austrian influences, personal and 
monetary. 


But it is being urged that private 


and individual stops in the directions 
indicated have so far amounted to al- 
most nothing, and that chambers of 
commerce 
and 
of 
manufactures 


should enter more heartily into the 
campaign. 
Notwithstanding there 


have been speeches, interviews and 
suggestions by business men of more 
or less prominence all over Austra- 
lia and trade fairs and like affairs 
have been held to give point to the 
cry for "trade within the empire" 
and "home 
manufacture and con- 


sumption," the net effect it is con- 
tended has been small. Recently the 
Sydney Chamber of Commerce adopt- 
ed this resolution which may be tak- 
en as a fair example of action by 
other similar bodies in other parts 
of the Commonwealth: 


"That this chamber places on rec- 


ord with a view to stimulating and 
increasing production within the em- 
pire, and thereby to 
some 
extent 


easing the enormous financial bur- 
dens forced upon us by the nations at 
present at war with us, its desire to 
co-operate with any practical pro- 
posals for the encouragement of trade 
within the empire and believes that 
the imposition of a surtax on goods 
manufactured within the territories 
of such nations will be the most ef- 
fective means to attain this end. 
"That the British and Australian 


governments be urged to co-operate 
with the manufacturing industries by 
establishing laboratories and centers 
of scientific research such to be avail- 
able to manufacturers throughout the 
empire." 


"Scientific management" as it is 


known" in the United States and is 
practised in Germany has been agi- 
tated in Australia before 
the war 


broke out; but on the whole the prin- 
ciples of it had met with a cold ro- 
c-option. Now it is coming to the fore 
with an emphasis derived directly 
from the war, but what will bo the 
outcome time alono can tell since the 
average employer in Australia bo- 
lloves that ho has little to learn on 
this score; he is hampered by state- 
soplalist 
laws 
and th« 
powerful 


trades "unions hold to the view that 
"scientific management" is merely 
another name of exploitation of tho 
working classc*. 
Then then in the natter of ship- 


ptag with wfckh laJft*«MM of 


tralia it is said a heavy blow could 
be dealt German commerce after the 
war should Britain, the British do- 
minions overseas and the Allies of 
Great Britain^ resolve upon a policy 
of penalization. The Commonwealth 
has a coast line as great as that of 
the United States, it is a heavy im- 
porter and it maintains a huge water- 
borne traffic with Europe, Asia and 
America. 
On this point the .Ausra- 


lasian section of the London Cham- 
ber 
of Commerce has 
come out) 


strongly in support of this proposal 
by a British Chamber of Commerce 
committee: 


"Evidence brought before us has 


disclosed the extent to which enemy 
shipping has been subsidized by tho 
German government mainly for the ' 
benefit of the export trade in com-1 
petition with British, neutral or Al-. 
lied 
shipping—a fact 
which 
has j 


been brought homo in 
connection, 


with the large quantities of goods of 
British ownership contained in ene- 
my vessels taking refuge or detain- 
ed in neutral ports since the declara- 
tion of war. The trade sections with' 
practical experience of this kind-gen- 
erally agree that a substantial tax 
leviable by the state of the empire 
should be imposed upon the tonnage 
of all enemy ships using the ports of 
the empire after the war."
